Continuation of 6. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 102 rejection over Tsubuko. Because this rejection is 
withdrawn, daims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with respect to the section 102 rejection, 
Tanaka specifically Identifies a binder resin having the requisite copolymer in patent daim 11. The remarks concerning the advantages 
of the invention are not effective for this 102 rejection because the same toner is being claimed as is disclosed by the art. With respect 
to the section 103 rejection, applicants' remarks are all directed to styrene-containing copolymers. However, the patent specifically 
discloses and daims as the binder resin a copolymer that does not contain styrene. As a result, applicant's remarks are not persuasive 
to overcome the rejection.
